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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Chapman cannot be 
referring to denier per filament. While not agreeing with the applicant, the examiner maintains the rejection as Chapman is being 
referenced merely to show that pressure drop can be affected by changing the denier per filament. Should Chapman have been 
misinterpreted by the examiner and the opposite relationship be true, the reasoning used in the rejection would be the same as the 
reference teaches that it is known to change the denier per filament to produce different particulate removal efficiencies. The applicant 
argues that Jupe et al. teach away from using higher efficiency filters in the tobacco end component. As stated in paragraph 1 7 of the prior 
office action, Jupe et al. is not consistent in the specification of the efficiency of the mouth end and tobacco end filters, and thus, the prior 
art document as a whole does not teach away from any particular interpretation. 
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
